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PREFACE 


Constitution is a living document, an instrument which makes the 
government system work. Its flexibility lies in its amendments. In this edition, 
the text of the Constitution of India has been brought up-to-date by 
incorporating therein all amendments made by Parliament up to and 
including the Constitution (One Hundredth Amendment) Act, 2015 which 
contains details of acquired and transferred territories between the 
Governments of India and Bangladesh and the same has been included in 
Annexure. 


The Constitution applies to the State of Jammu and Kashmir with certain 
exceptions and modifications as provided in article 370 and the Constitution 
(Application to Jammu and Kashmir) Order, 1954. This Order has been 
included in Appendix I for facility of reference. Appendix II contains a 
re-statement of the exceptions and modifications. 


The text of the constitutional amendments relating to the Constitution 
(Forty-fourth Amendment) Act, 1978 and the Constitution (Eighty-eighth 
Amendment) Act, 2003, which have not yet come into force, have been 
provided in the text at the appropriate places.

WE, THE PEOPLE OF INDIA, having solemnly Preamble.

Provided that nothing in this article shall apply to a 
person who, after having so migrated to the territory 
now included in Pakistan, has returned to the territory 
of India under a permit for resettlement or permanent 
return issued by or under the authority of any law and 
every such person shall for the purposes of clause (b) of 
article 6 be deemed to have migrated to the territory of 
India after the nineteenth day of July, 1948. 


8. Notwithstanding anything in article 5, any person 
who or either of whose parents or any of whose grand- 
parents was born in India as defined in the Government 
of India Act, 1935 (as originally enacted), and who is 
ordinarily residing in any country outside India as so 
defined shall be deemed to be a citizen of India if he has 
been registered as a citizen of India by the diplomatic or 
consular representative of India in the country where he 
is for the time being residing on an application made by 
him therefor to such diplomatic or consular 
representative, whether before or after the 
commencement of this Constitution, in the form and 
manner prescribed by the Government of the Dominion 
of India or the Government of India. 


9. No person shall be a citizen of India by virtue of 
article 5, or be deemed to be a citizen of India by virtue 
of article 6 or article 8, if he has voluntarily acquired the 
citizenship of any foreign State. 


10. Every person who is or is deemed to be a citizen 
of India under any of the foregoing provisions of this 
Part shall, subject to the provisions of any law that may 
be made by Parliament, continue to be such citizen. 


11. Nothing in the foregoing provisions of this Part 
shall derogate from the power of Parliament to make 
any provision with respect to the acquisition and 
termination of citizenship and all other matters relating 
to citizenship.

PART III 
FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS 


General 


12. In this Part, unless the context otherwise requires, 
“the State” includes the Government and Parliament of 
India and the Government and the Legislature of each of 
the States and all local or other authorities within the 
territory of India or under the control of the Government 
of India. 


13. (1) All laws in force in the territory of India 
immediately before the commencement of this 
Constitution, in so far as they are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Part, shall, to the extent of such 
inconsistency, be void. 


(2) The State shall not make any law which takes 
away or abridges the rights conferred by this Part and 
any law made in contravention of this clause shall, to the 
extent of the contravention, be void. 


(3) In this article, unless the context otherwise 
requires,— 


(a) “law” includes any Ordinance, order, bye-law, 
rule, regulation, notification, custom or usage having 
in the territory of India the force of law; 


(b) “laws in force” includes laws passed or made 
by a Legislature or other competent authority in the 
territory of India before the commencement of this 
Constitution and not previously repealed, 
notwithstanding that any such law or any part thereof 
may not be then in operation either at all or in 
particular areas.

(2) No citizen shall, on grounds only of religion, race, 
caste, sex, descent, place of birth, residence or any of 
them, be ineligible for, or discriminated against in respect 
of, any employment or office under the State.

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Right against Exploitation 


23. (1) Traffic in human beings and begar and other 
similar forms of forced labour are prohibited and any 
contravention of this provision shall be an offence 
punishable in accordance with law. 


(2) Nothing in this article shall prevent the State from 
imposing compulsory service for public purposes, and 
in imposing such service the State shall not make any 
discrimination on grounds only of religion, race, caste or 
class or any of them. 


24. No child below the age of fourteen years shall be 
employed to work in any factory or mine or engaged in 
any other hazardous employment. 


Right to Freedom of Religion 


25. (1) Subject to public order, morality and health 
and to the other provisions of this Part, all persons are 
equally entitled to freedom of conscience and the right 
freely to profess, practise and propagate religion. 


(2) Nothing in this article shall affect the operation 
of any existing law or prevent the State from making 
any law— 


(a) regulating or restricting any economic, 
financial, political or other secular activity which may 
be associated with religious practice; 


(b) providing for social welfare and reform or the 
throwing open of Hindu religious institutions of a 
public character to all classes and sections of Hindus. 


Explanation I.—The wearing and carrying of kirpans 
shall be deemed to be included in the profession of the 
Sikh religion. 


Explanation II.—In sub-clause (b) of clause (2), the 
reference to Hindus shall be construed as including a 
reference to persons professing the Sikh, Jaina or 
Buddhist religion, and the reference to Hindu religious 
institutions shall be construed accordingly. 


26. Subject to public order, morality and health, every 
religious denomination or any section thereof shall have 
the right— 


(a) to establish and maintain institutions for 
religious and charitable purposes; 


(b) to manage its own affairs in matters of religion; 
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(c) to own and acquire movable and immovable 
property; and 


(d) to administer such property in accordance with 
law. 


27. No person shall be compelled to pay any taxes, 
the proceeds of which are specifically appropriated in 
payment of expenses for the promotion or maintenance 
of any particular religion or religious denomination. 


28. (1) No religious instruction shall be provided in 
any educational institution wholly maintained out of State 
funds. 


(2) Nothing in clause (1) shall apply to an educational 
institution which is administered by the State but has 
been established under any endowment or trust which 
requires that religious instruction shall be imparted in 
such institution.

THE CONSTITUTION OF INDIA 


(Part V.—The Union.—Art. 55.) 


55. (1) As far as practicable, there shall be uniformity 
in the scale of representation of the different States at the 
election of the President. 


(2) For the purpose of securing such uniformity 
among the States inter se as well as parity between the 
States as a whole and the Union, the number of votes 
which each elected member of Parliament and of the 
Legislative Assembly of each State is entitled to cast at 
such election shall be determined in the following 
manner:— 


(a) every elected member of the Legislative 
Assembly of a State shall have as many votes as 
there are multiples of one thousand in the quotient 
obtained by dividing the population of the State by 
the total number of the elected members of the 
Assembly; 


(b) if, after taking the said multiples of one 
thousand, the remainder is not less than five 
hundred, then the vote of each member referred to 
in sub-clause (a) shall be further increased by one; 


(c) each elected member of either House of 
Parliament shall have such number of votes as may 
be obtained by dividing the total number of votes 
assigned to the members of the Legislative 
Assemblies of the States under sub-clauses (a) and 
(b) by the total number of the elected members of 
both Houses of Parliament, fractions exceeding one- 
half being counted as one and other fractions being 
disregarded. 


(3) The election of the President shall be held in 
accordance with the system of proportional 
representation by means of the single transferable vote 
and the voting at such election shall be by secret ballot.

removing the President from his office as from the date 
on which the resolution is so passed. 


62. (1) An election to fill a vacancy caused by the 
expiration of the term of office of President shall be 
completed before the expiration of the term. 


(2) An election to fill a vacancy in the office of 
President occurring by reason of his death, resignation 
or removal, or otherwise shall be held as soon as possible 
after, and in no case later than six months from, the date 
of occurrence of the vacancy; and the person elected to fill 
the vacancy shall, subject to the provisions of article 56, 
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be entitled to hold office for the full term of five years 
from the date on which he enters upon his office. 


63. There shall be a Vice-President of India. 


64. The Vice-President shall be ex officio Chairman of 
the Council of States and shall not hold any other office 
of profit: 


Provided that during any period when the Vice- 
President acts as President or discharges the functions of 
the President under article 65, he shall not perform the 
duties of the office of Chairman of the Council of States 
and shall not be entitled to any salary or allowance 
payable to the Chairman of the Council of States under 
article 97. 


65. (1) In the event of the occurrence of any vacancy 
in the office of the President by reason of his death, 
resignation or removal, or otherwise, the Vice-President 
shall act as President until the date on which a new 
President elected in accordance with the provisions of 
this Chapter to fill such vacancy enters upon his office. 


(2) When the President is unable to discharge his 
functions owing to absence, illness or any other cause, 
the Vice-President shall discharge his functions until the 
date on which the President resumes his duties. 


(3) The Vice-President shall, during, and in respect 
of, the period while he is so acting as, or discharging the 
functions of, President, have all the powers and 
immunities of the President and be entitled to such 
emoluments, allowances and privileges as may be 
determined by Parliament by law and, until provision in 
that behalf is so made, such emoluments, allowances 
and privileges as are specified in the Second Schedule. 


66. (1) The Vice-President shall be elected by the 
members of an electoral college consisting of the 
members of both Houses of Parliament] in accordance 
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Subs. by the Constitution (Eleventh Amendment) Act, 1961, s. 2, for “members of both Houses of 


Parliament assembled at a joint meeting”. 
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with the system of proportional representation by means 
of the single transferable vote and the voting at such 
election shall be by secret ballot. 


(2) The Vice-President shall not be a member of either 
House of Parliament or of a House of the Legislature of 
any State, and if a member of either House of Parliament 
or of a House of the Legislature of any State be elected 
Vice-President, he shall be deemed to have vacated his 
seat in that House on the date on which he enters upon 
his office as Vice-President. 


(3) No person shall be eligible for election as 
Vice-President unless he— 


(a) is a citizen of India; 
(b) has completed the age of thirty-five years; and 


(c) is qualified for election as a member of the 
Council of States. 


(4) A person shall not be eligible for election as 
Vice-President if he holds any office of profit under the 
Government of India or the Government of any State or 
under any local or other authority subject to the control 
of any of the said Governments. 


Explanation. —For the purposes of this article, a person 
shall not be deemed to hold any office of profit by reason 
only that he is the President or Vice-President of the Union 
or the Governor!*** of any State or is a Minister either 
for the Union or for any State. 


67. The Vice-President shall hold office for a term of 
five years from the date on which he enters upon his 
office: 


Provided that— 


(a) a Vice-President may, by writing under his 
hand addressed to the President, resign his office;

68. (1) An election to fill a vacancy caused by the 
expiration of the term of office of Vice-President shall be 
completed before the expiration of the term. 


(2) An election to fill a vacancy in the office of 
Vice-President occurring by reason of his death, 
resignation or removal, or otherwise shall be held as 
soon as possible after the occurrence of the vacancy, and 
the person elected to fill the vacancy shall, subject to the 
provisions of article 67, be entitled to hold office for the 
full term of five years from the date on which he enters 
upon his office. 


69. Every Vice-President shall, before entering upon 
his office, make and subscribe before the President, or 
some person appointed in that behalf by him, an oath or 
affirmation in the following form, that is to say— 

“IL A.B., do 


swear in the name of God that I will bear true 


solemnly affirm 
faith and allegiance to the Constitution of India as by 
law established and that I will faithfully discharge the 
duty upon which I am about to enter.”. 


70. Parliament may make such provision as it thinks 
fit for the discharge of the functions of the President in 
any contingency not provided for in this Chapter. 


(1) All doubts and disputes arising out of or in 
connection with the election of a President or 
Vice-President shall be inquired into and decided by the 
Supreme Court whose decision shall be final.

72. (1) The President shall have the power to grant 
pardons, reprieves, respites or remissions of punishment 
or to suspend, remit or commute the sentence of any 
person convicted of any offence— 


(a) in all cases where the punishment or sentence 
is by a Court Martial; 


(b) in all cases where the punishment or sentence 
is for an offence against any law relating to a matter 
to which the executive power of the Union extends; 


(c) in all cases where the sentence is a sentence of 
death. 


(2) Nothing in sub-clause (a) of clause (1) shall affect 
the power conferred by law on any officer of the Armed 
Forces of the Union to suspend, remit or commute a 
sentence passed by a Court Martial.

Provided that the executive power referred to in sub- 
clause (a) shall not, save as expressly provided in this 
Constitution or in any law made by Parliament, extend 
in any State '*** to matters with respect to which the 
Legislature of the State has also power to make laws. 


(2) Until otherwise provided by Parliament, a State 
and any officer or authority of a State may, 
notwithstanding anything in this article, continue to 
exercise in matters with respect to which Parliament has 
power to make laws for that State such executive power 
or functions as the State or officer or authority thereof 
could exercise immediately before the commencement 
of this Constitution.

(4) The Attorney-General shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the President, and shall receive such 
remuneration as the President may determine. 


Conduct of Government Business 


77. (1) All executive action of the Government of 
India shall be expressed to be taken in the name of the 
President. 


(2) Orders and other instruments made and executed 
in the name of the President shall be authenticated in 
such manner as may be specified in rules! to be made by 
the President, and the validity of an order or instrument 
which is so authenticated shall not be called in question 
on the ground that it is not an order or instrument made 
or executed by the President. 


(3) The President shall make rules for the more 
convenient transaction of the business of the Government 
of India, and for the allocation among Ministers of the 
said business.

78. It shall be the duty of the Prime Minister— 


(a) to communicate to the President all decisions 
of the Council of Ministers relating to the 
administration of the affairs of the Union and 
proposals for legislation; 


(b) to furnish such information relating to the

CHAPTER II.—PARLIAMENT 
General 


79. There shall be a Parliament for the Union which 
shall consist of the President and two Houses to be known 
respectively as the Council of States and the House of 
the People.

(a) twelve members to be nominated by the 
President in accordance with the provisions of clause 
(3); and 


(b) not more than two hundred and thirty-eight 
representatives of the States [and of the Union 
territories].

(2) The Council of States shall, as soon as may be, 
choose a member of the Council to be Deputy Chairman 
thereof and, so often as the office of Deputy Chairman 
becomes vacant, the Council shall choose another member 
to be Deputy Chairman thereof.

(c) may be removed from his office by a resolution 
of the Council passed by a majority of all the then 
members of the Council:

92. (1) At any sitting of the Council of States, while 
any resolution for the removal of the Vice-President from 
his office is under consideration, the Chairman, or while 
any resolution for the removal of the Deputy Chairman 
from his office is under consideration, the Deputy 
Chairman, shall not, though he is present, preside, and 
the provisions of clause (2) of article 91 shall apply in 
relation to every such sitting as they apply in relation to 
a sitting from which the Chairman, or, as the case may 
be, the Deputy Chairman, is absent. 


(2) The Chairman shall have the right to speak in, 
and otherwise to take part in the proceedings of, the 
Council of States while any resolution for the removal of 
the Vice-President from his office is under consideration 
in the Council, but, notwithstanding anything in 
article 100, shall not be entitled to vote at all on such 
resolution or on any other matter during such proceedings. 


93. The House of the People shall, as soon as may 
be, choose two members of the House to be respectively 
Speaker and Deputy Speaker thereof and, so often as the 
office of Speaker or Deputy Speaker becomes vacant, the 
House shall choose another member to be Speaker or 
Deputy Speaker, as the case may be. 
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94. A member holding office as Speaker or Deputy 
Speaker of the House of the People— 


(a) shall vacate his office if he ceases to be a 
member of the House of the People; 


(b) may at any time, by writing under his hand 
addressed, if such member is the Speaker, to the 
Deputy Speaker, and if such member is the Deputy 
Speaker, to the Speaker, resign his office; and 


(c) may be removed from his office by a resolution 
of the House of the People passed by a majority of 
all the then members of the House: 


Provided that no resolution for the purpose of clause 
(c) shall be moved unless at least fourteen days’ notice 
has been given of the intention to move the resolution: 


Provided further that, whenever the House of the 
People is dissolved, the Speaker shall not vacate his office 
until immediately before the first meeting of the House 
of the People after the dissolution. 


95. (1) While the office of Speaker is vacant, the duties 
of the office shall be performed by the Deputy Speaker 
or, if the office of Deputy Speaker is also vacant, by such 
member of the House of the People as the President may 
appoint for the purpose. 


(2) During the absence of the Speaker from any sitting 
of the House of the People the Deputy Speaker or, if he 
is also absent, such person as may be determined by the 
rules of procedure of the House, or, if no such person is 
present, such other person as may be determined by the 
House, shall act as Speaker. 


96. (1) At any sitting of the House of the People, 
while any resolution for the removal of the Speaker from 
his office is under consideration, the Speaker, or while 
any resolution for the removal of the Deputy Speaker 
from his office is under consideration, the Deputy Speaker, 
shall not, though he is present, preside, and the provisions 
of clause (2) of article 95 shall apply in relation to every 
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such sitting as they apply in relation to a sitting from 
which the Speaker, or, as the case may be, the Deputy 
Speaker, is absent. 


(2) The Speaker shall have the right to speak in, and 
otherwise to take part in the proceedings of, the House 
of the People while any resolution for his removal from 
office is under consideration in the House and shall, 
notwithstanding anything in article 100, be entitled to 
vote only in the first instance on such resolution or on 
any other matter during such proceedings but not in the 
case of an equality of votes. 


97. There shall be paid to the Chairman and the 
Deputy Chairman of the Council of States, and to the 
Speaker and the Deputy Speaker of the House of the 
People, such salaries and allowances as may be 
respectively fixed by Parliament by law and, until 
provision in that behalf is so made, such salaries and 
allowances as are specified in the Second Schedule. 


98. (1) Each House of Parliament shall have a separate 
secretarial staff: 


Provided that nothing in this clause shall be 
construed as preventing the creation of posts common 
to both Houses of Parliament. 


(2) Parliament may by law regulate the recruitment, 
and the conditions of service of persons appointed, to 
the secretarial staff of either House of Parliament. 


(3) Until provision is made by Parliament under 
clause (2), the President may, after consultation with the 
Speaker of the House of the People or the Chairman of 
the Council of States, as the case may be, make rules 
regulating the recruitment, and the conditions of service 
of persons appointed, to the secretarial staff of the House 
of the People or the Council of States, and any rules so 
made shall have effect subject to the provisions of any 
law made under the said clause. 
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Conduct of Business 


99. Every member of either House of Parliament shall, 
before taking his seat, make and subscribe before the 
President, or some person appointed in that behalf by 
him, an oath or affirmation according to the form set out 
for the purpose in the Third Schedule. 


100. (1) Save as otherwise provided in this 
Constitution, all questions at any sitting of either House 
or joint sitting of the Houses shall be determined by a 
majority of votes of the members present and voting, 
other than the Speaker or person acting as Chairman or 
Speaker. 


The Chairman or Speaker, or person acting as such, 
shall not vote in the first instance, but shall have and 
exercise a casting vote in the case of an equality of votes. 


(2) Either House of Parliament shall have power to 
act notwithstanding any vacancy in the membership 
thereof, and any proceedings in Parliament shall be valid 
notwithstanding that it is discovered subsequently that 
some person who was not entitled so to do sat or voted 
or otherwise took part in the proceedings. 


(3) Until Parliament by law otherwise provides, the 
quorum to constitute a meeting of either House of 
Parliament shall be one-tenth of the total number of 
members of the House. 


(4) If at any time during a meeting of a House there 
is no quorum, it shall be the duty of the Chairman or 
Speaker, or person acting as such, either to adjourn the 
House or to suspend the meeting until there is a quorum. 


Disqualifications of Members 


101. (1) No person shall be a member of both Houses 
of Parliament and provision shall be made by Parliament 
by law for the vacation by a person who is chosen a 
member of both Houses of his seat in one House or the 
other. 
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(2) No person shall be a member both of Parliament 
and of a House of the Legislature of a State '***, and if 
a person is chosen a member both of Parliament and of 
a House of the Legislature of *[a State], then, at the 
expiration of such period as may be specified in rules? 
made by the President, that person’s seat in Parliament 
shall become vacant, unless he has previously resigned 
his seat in the Legislature of the State. 


(3) If a member of either House of Parliament— 


(a) becomes subject to any of the disqualifications 
mentioned in [clause (1) or clause (2) of article 102], 
or 


5[(b) resigns his seat by writing under his hand 
addressed to the Chairman or the Speaker, as the 
case may be, and his resignation is accepted by the 
Chairman or the Speaker, as the case may be,] 


his seat shall thereupon become vacant: 


6[Provided that in the case of any resignation referred 
to in sub-clause (b), if from information received or 
otherwise and after making such inquiry as he thinks fit, 
the Chairman or the Speaker, as the case may be, is 
satisfied that such resignation is not voluntary or genuine, 
he shall not accept such resignation. ] 


(4) If for a period of sixty days a member of either 
House of Parliament is without permission of the House 
absent from all meetings thereof, the House may declare 
his seat vacant: 


Provided that in computing the said period of sixty 
days no account shall be taken of any period during which

102. (1) A person shall be disqualified for being chosen 
as, and for being, a member of either House of 
Parliament— 


(a) if he holds any office of profit under the 
Government of India or the Government of any State, 
other than an office declared by Parliament by law 
not to disqualify its holder; 


(b) if he is of unsound mind and stands so declared 
by a competent court; 


(c) if he is an undischarged insolvent; 


(d) if he is not a citizen of India, or has voluntarily 
acquired the citizenship of a foreign State, or is under 
any acknowledgment of allegiance or adherence to a 
foreign State; 


(e) if he is so disqualified by or under any law 
made by Parliament. 


'Explanation.—For the purposes of this clause] a 
person shall not be deemed to hold an office of profit 
under the Government of India or the Government of 
any State by reason only that he is a Minister either for 
the Union or for such State. 


?[(2) A person shall be disqualified for being a 
member of either House of Parliament if he is so 
disqualified under the Tenth Schedule.] 


(1) If any question arises as to whether a 
member of either House of Parliament has become subject 
to any of the disqualifications mentioned in clause (1) of 
article 102, the question shall be referred for the decision 
of the President and his decision shall be final.

104. If a person sits or votes as a member of either 
House of Parliament before he has complied with the 
requirements of article 99, or when he knows that he is 
not qualified or that he is disqualified for membership 
thereof, or that he is prohibited from so doing by the 
provisions of any law made by Parliament, he shall be 
liable in respect of each day on which he so sits or votes 
to a penalty of five hundred rupees to be recovered as a 
debt due to the Union. 


Powers, Privileges and Immunities of Parliament 
and its Members 


105. (1) Subject to the provisions of this Constitution 
and to the rules and standing orders regulating the 
procedure of Parliament, there shall be freedom of speech 
in Parliament. 


(2) No member of Parliament shall be liable to any 
proceedings in any court in respect of anything said or 
any vote given by him in Parliament or any committee 
thereof, and no person shall be so liable in respect of the 
publication by or under the authority of either House of 
Parliament of any report, paper, votes or proceedings. 


(3) In other respects, the powers, privileges and 
immunities of each House of Parliament, and of the 
members and the committees of each House, shall be 
such as may from time to time be defined by Parliament 
by law, and, until so defined, '[shall be those of that 
House and of its members and committees immediately 
before the coming into force of section 15 of the 
Constitution (Forty-fourth Amendment) Act, 1978]. 


(4) The provisions of clauses (1), (2) and (3) shall 
apply in relation to persons who by virtue of this 
Constitution have the right to speak in, and otherwise to

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take part in the proceedings of, a House of Parliament or 
any committee thereof as they apply in relation to 
members of Parliament. 


106. Members of either House of Parliament shall be 
entitled to receive such salaries and allowances as may 
from time to time be determined by Parliament by law 
and, until provision in that respect is so made, allowances 
at such rates and upon such conditions as were 
immediately before the commencement of this 
Constitution applicable in the case of members of the 
Constituent Assembly of the Dominion of India. 


Legislative Procedure 


107. (1) Subject to the provisions of articles 109 and 
117 with respect to Money Bills and other financial Bills, 
a Bill may originate in either House of Parliament. 


(2) Subject to the provisions of articles 108 and 109, 
a Bill shall not be deemed to have been passed by the 
Houses of Parliament unless it has been agreed to by 
both Houses, either without amendment or with such 
amendments only as are agreed to by both Houses. 


(3) A Bill pending in Parliament shall not lapse by 
reason of the prorogation of the Houses. 


(4) A Bill pending in the Council of States which has 
not been passed by the House of the People shall not 
lapse on a dissolution of the House of the People. 


(5) A Bill which is pending in the House of the People, 
or which having been passed by the House of the People 
is pending in the Council of States, shall, subject to the 
provisions of article 108, lapse on a dissolution of the 
House of the People. 


108. (1) If after a Bill has been passed by one House 
and transmitted to the other House— 


(a) the Bill is rejected by the other House; or 


(b) the Houses have finally disagreed as to the 
amendments to be made in the Bill; or 
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(c) more than six months elapse from the date of 
the reception of the Bill by the other House without 
the Bill being passed by it, 


the President may, unless the Bill has elapsed by reason 
of a dissolution of the House of the People, notify to the 
Houses by message if they are sitting or by public 
notification if they are not sitting, his intention to 
summon them to meet in a joint sitting for the purpose 
of deliberating and voting on the Bill: 


Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to a 
Money Bill. 


(2) In reckoning any such period of six months as is 
referred to in clause (1), no account shall be taken of 
any period during which the House referred to in 
sub-clause (c) of that clause is prorogued or adjourned 
for more than four consecutive days. 


(3) Where the President has under clause (1) notified 
his intention of summoning the Houses to meet in a 
joint sitting, neither House shall proceed further with 
the Bill, but the President may at any time after the date 
of his notification summon the Houses to meet in a joint 
sitting for the purpose specified in the notification and, 
if he does so, the Houses shall meet accordingly. 


(4) If at the joint sitting of the two Houses the Bill, 
with such amendments, if any, as are agreed to in joint 
sitting, is passed by a majority of the total number of 
members of both Houses present and voting, it shall be 
deemed for the purposes of this Constitution to have 
been passed by both Houses: 


Provided that at a joint sitting— 


(a) if the Bill, having been passed by one House, 
has not been passed by the other House with 
amendments and returned to the House in which it 
originated, no amendment shall be proposed to the 
Bill other than such amendments (if any) as are made 
necessary by the delay in the passage of the Bill; 
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(b) if the Bill has been so passed and returned, 
only such amendments as aforesaid shall be proposed 
to the Bill and such other amendments as are relevant 
to the matters with respect to which the Houses have 
not agreed; 


and the decision of the person presiding as to the 
amendments which are admissible under this clause shall 
be final. 


(5) A joint sitting may be held under this article and 
a Bill passed thereat, notwithstanding that a dissolution 
of the House of the People has intervened since the 
President notified his intention to summon the Houses 
to meet therein. 


109. (1) A Money Bill shall not be introduced in the 
Council of States. 


(2) After a Money Bill has been passed by the House 
of the People it shall be transmitted to the Council of 
States for its recommendations and the Council of States 
shall within a period of fourteen days from the date of 
its receipt of the Bill return the Bill to the House of the 
People with its recommendations and the House of the 
People may thereupon either accept or reject all or any of 
the recommendations of the Council of States. 


(3) If the House of the People accepts any of the 
recommendations of the Council of States, the Money 
Bill shall be deemed to have been passed by both Houses 
with the amendments recommended by the Council of 
States and accepted by the House of the People. 


(4) If the House of the People does not accept any of 
the recommendations of the Council of States, the Money 
Bill shall be deemed to have been passed by both Houses 
in the form in which it was passed by the House of the 
People without any of the amendments recommended 
by the Council of States. 


(5) If a Money Bill passed by the House of the People 
and transmitted to the Council of States for its 
recommendations is not returned to the House of the 
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People within the said period of fourteen days, it shall 
be deemed to have been passed by both Houses at the 
expiration of the said period in the form in which it was 
passed by the House of the People. 


110. (1) For the purposes of this Chapter, a Bill shall 
be deemed to be a Money Bill if it contains only 
provisions dealing with all or any of the following 
matters, namely:— 


(a) the imposition, abolition, remission, alteration 
or regulation of any tax; 


(b) the regulation of the borrowing of money or 
the giving of any guarantee by the Government of 
India, or the amendment of the law with respect to 
any financial obligations undertaken or to be 
undertaken by the Government of India; 


(c) the custody of the Consolidated Fund or the 
Contingency Fund of India, the payment of moneys 
into or the withdrawal of moneys from any such 
fund; 


(d) the appropriation of moneys out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India; 


(e) the declaring of any expenditure to be 
expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of 
India or the increasing of the amount of any such 
expenditure; 


(f) the receipt of money on account of the 
Consolidated Fund of India or the public account of 
India or the custody or issue of such money or the 
audit of the accounts of the Union or of a State; or 


(g) any matter incidental to any of the matters 
specified in sub-clauses (a) to (f). 


(2) A Bill shall not be deemed to be a Money Bill by 
reason only that it provides for the imposition of fines or 
other pecuniary penalties, or for the demand or payment 
of fees for licences or fees for services rendered, or by 
reason that it provides for the imposition, abolition, 
remission, alteration or regulation of any tax by any local 
authority or body for local purposes. 
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(3) If any question arises whether a Bill is a Money 
Bill or not, the decision of the Speaker of the House of 
the People thereon shall be final. 


(4) There shall be endorsed on every Money Bill when 
it is transmitted to the Council of States under 
article 109, and when it is presented to the President for 
assent under article 111, the certificate of the Speaker of 
the House of the People signed by him that it is a Money 
Bill. 


111. When a Bill has been passed by the Houses of 
Parliament, it shall be presented to the President, and 
the President shall declare either that he assents to the 
Bill, or that he withholds assent therefrom: 


Provided that the President may, as soon as possible 
after the presentation to him of a Bill for assent, return 
the Bill if it is not a Money Bill to the Houses with a 
message requesting that they will reconsider the Bill or 
any specified provisions thereof and, in particular, will 
consider the desirability of introducing any such 
amendments as he may recommend in his message, and 
when a Bill is so returned, the Houses shall reconsider 
the Bill accordingly, and if the Bill is passed again by the 
Houses with or without amendment and presented to 
the President for assent, the President shall not withhold 
assent therefrom. 


Procedure in Financial Matters 


112. (1) The President shall in respect of every 
financial year cause to be laid before both the Houses of 
Parliament a statement of the estimated receipts and 
expenditure of the Government of India for that year, in 
this Part referred to as the “annual financial statement”. 


(2) The estimates of expenditure embodied in the 
annual financial statement shall show separately— 


(a) the sums required to meet expenditure 
described by this Constitution as expenditure charged 
upon the Consolidated Fund of India; and 
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(b) the sums required to meet other expenditure 
proposed to be made from the Consolidated Fund 
of India, 


and shall distinguish expenditure on revenue account 
from other expenditure. 


(3) The following expenditure shall be expenditure 
charged on the Consolidated Fund of India— 


(a) the emoluments and allowances of the 
President and other expenditure relating to his office; 


(b) the salaries and allowances of the Chairman 
and the Deputy Chairman of the Council of States 
and the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker of the 
House of the People; 


(c) debt charges for which the Government of 
India is liable including interest, sinking fund charges 
and redemption charges, and other expenditure 
relating to the raising of loans and the service and 
redemption of debt; 


(d) (i) the salaries, allowances and pensions 
payable to or in respect of Judges of the Supreme 
Court; 


(ii) the pensions payable to or in respect of Judges 
of the Federal Court; 


(iii) the pensions payable to or in respect of Judges 
of any High Court which exercises jurisdiction in 
relation to any area included in the territory of India 
or which at any time before the commencement of 
this Constitution exercised jurisdiction in relation to 
any area included in ![a Governor’s Province of the 
Dominion of India]; 


(e) the salary, allowances and pension payable to 
or in respect of the Comptroller and Auditor-General 
of India; 


Subs. by the Constitution (Seventh Amendment) Act, 1956, s. 29 and Sch., for “a Province corresponding 
to a State specified in Part A of the First Schedule”. 
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(f) any sums required to satisfy any judgment, 
decree or award of any court or arbitral tribunal; 


(g) any other expenditure declared by this 
Constitution or by Parliament by law to be so 
charged. 


113. (1) So much of the estimates as relates to 
expenditure charged upon the Consolidated Fund of India 
shall not be submitted to the vote of Parliament, but 
nothing in this clause shall be construed as preventing 
the discussion in either House of Parliament of any of 
those estimates. 


(2) So much of the said estimates as relates to other 
expenditure shall be submitted in the form of demands 
for grants to the House of the People, and the House of 
the People shall have power to assent, or to refuse to 
assent, to any demand, or to assent to any demand subject 
to a reduction of the amount specified therein. 


(3) No demand for a grant shall be made except on 
the recommendation of the President. 


114. (1) As soon as may be after the grants under 
article 113 have been made by the House of the People, 
there shall be introduced a Bill to provide for the 
appropriation out of the Consolidated Fund of India of 
all moneys required to meet— 


(a) the grants so made by the House of the People; 
and 


(b) the expenditure charged on the Consolidated 
Fund of India but not exceeding in any case the 
amount shown in the statement previously laid before 
Parliament. 


(2) No amendment shall be proposed to any such 
Bill in either House of Parliament which will have the 
effect of varying the amount or altering the destination 
of any grant so made or of varying the amount of any 
expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of India, 
and the decision of the person presiding as to whether 
an amendment is inadmissible under this clause shall be 
final. 
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(3) Subject to the provisions of articles 115 and 116, 
no money shall be withdrawn from the Consolidated 
Fund of India except under appropriation made by law 
passed in accordance with the provisions of this article. 


115. (1) The President shall— 


(a) if the amount authorised by any law made in 
accordance with the provisions of article 114 to be 
expended for a particular service for the current 
financial year is found to be insufficient for the 
purposes of that year or when a need has arisen 
during the current financial year for supplementary 
or additional expenditure upon some new service 
not contemplated in the annual financial statement 
for that year, or 


(b) if any money has been spent on any service 
during a financial year in excess of the amount 
granted for that service and for that year, 


cause to be laid before both the Houses of Parliament 
another statement showing the estimated amount of that 
expenditure or cause to be presented to the House of the 
People a demand for such excess, as the case may be. 


(2) The provisions of articles 112, 113 and 114 shall 
have effect in relation to any such statement and 
expenditure or demand and also to any law to be made 
authorising the appropriation of moneys out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India to meet such expenditure or 
the grant in respect of such demand as they have effect 
in relation to the annual financial statement and the 
expenditure mentioned therein or to a demand for a grant 
and the law to be made for the authorisation of 
appropriation of moneys out of the Consolidated Fund 
of India to meet such expenditure or grant. 


116. (1) Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing 
provisions of this Chapter, the House of the People shall 
have power— 


(a) to make any grant in advance in respect of the 
estimated expenditure for a part of any financial

(b) to make a grant for meeting an unexpected 
demand upon the resources of India when on account 
of the magnitude or the indefinite character of the 
service the demand cannot be stated with the details 
ordinarily given in an annual financial statement;

and Parliament shall have power to authorise by law the 
withdrawal of moneys from the Consolidated Fund of 
India for the purposes for which the said grants are made. 


(2) The provisions of articles 113 and 114 shall have 
effect in relation to the making of any grant under clause 
(1) and to any law to be made under that clause as they 
have effect in relation to the making of a grant with regard 
to any expenditure mentioned in the annual financial 
statement and the law to be made for the authorisation 
of appropriation of moneys out of the Consolidated Fund 
of India to meet such expenditure. 


Special provisions as 117. (1) A Bill or amendment making provision for 

to-fnancial Bills; any of the matters specified in sub-clauses (a) to (f) of 
clause (1) of article 110 shall not be introduced or moved 
except on the recommendation of the President and a 
Bill making such provision shall not be introduced in the 
Council of States: 


Provided that no recommendation shall be required 
under this clause for the moving of an amendment 
making provision for the reduction or abolition of any 
tax. 


(2) A Bill or amendment shall not be deemed to make 
provision for any of the matters aforesaid by reason only 
that it provides for the imposition of fines or other 
pecuniary penalties, or for the demand or payment of 
fees for licences or fees for services rendered, or by reason 
that it provides for the imposition, abolition, remission, 
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alteration or regulation of any tax by any local authority 
or body for local purposes. 


(3) A Bill which, if enacted and brought into 
operation, would involve expenditure from the 
Consolidated Fund of India shall not be passed by either 
House of Parliament unless the President has 
recommended to that House the consideration of the Bill. 


Procedure Generally 


118. (1) Each House of Parliament may make rules 
for regulating, subject to the provisions of this 
Constitution, its procedure and the conduct of its 
business. 


(2) Until rules are made under clause (1), the rules 
of procedure and standing orders in force immediately 
before the commencement of this Constitution with 
respect to the Legislature of the Dominion of India shall 
have effect in relation to Parliament subject to such 
modifications and adaptations as may be made therein 
by the Chairman of the Council of States or the Speaker 
of the House of the People, as the case may be. 


(3) The President, after consultation with the 
Chairman of the Council of States and the Speaker of the 
House of the People, may make rules as to the procedure 
with respect to joint sittings of, and communications 
between, the two Houses. 


(4) At a joint sitting of the two Houses the Speaker 
of the House of the People, or in his absence such person 
as may be determined by rules of procedure made under 
clause (3), shall preside. 


119. Parliament may, for the purpose of the timely 
completion of financial business, regulate by law the 
procedure of, and the conduct of business in, each House 
of Parliament in relation to any financial matter or to 
any Bill for the appropriation of moneys out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India, and, if and so far as any 
provision of any law so made is inconsistent with any 
rule made by a House of Parliament under clause (1) of 
article 118 or with any rule or standing order having 
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effect in relation to Parliament under clause (2) of that 
article, such provision shall prevail. 


120. (1) Notwithstanding anything in Part XVII, but 
subject to the provisions of article 348, business in 
Parliament shall be transacted in Hindi or in English: 


Provided that the Chairman of the Council of States 
or Speaker of the House of the People, or person acting 
as such, as the case may be, may permit any member 
who cannot adequately express himself in Hindi or in 
English to address the House in his mother-tongue. 


(2) Unless Parliament by law otherwise provides, this 
article shall, after the expiration of a period of fifteen 
years from the commencement of this Constitution, have 
effect as if the words “or in English” were omitted 
therefrom. 


121. No discussion shall take place in Parliament with 
respect to the conduct of any Judge of the Supreme Court 
or of a High Court in the discharge of his duties except 
upon a motion for presenting an address to the President 
praying for the removal of the Judge as hereinafter 
provided. 


122. (1) The validity of any proceedings in Parliament 
shall not be called in question on the ground of any 
alleged irregularity of procedure. 


(2) No officer or member of Parliament in whom 
powers are vested by or under this Constitution for 
regulating procedure or the conduct of business, or for 
maintaining order, in Parliament shall be subject to the 
jurisdiction of any court in respect of the exercise by him 
of those powers. 


CHAPTER III.—LEGISLATIVE POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT 


123. (1) If at any time, except when both Houses of 
Parliament are in session, the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to 
take immediate action, he may promulgate such 
Ordinances as the circumstances appear to him to require. 
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(2) An Ordinance promulgated under this article shall 
have the same force and effect as an Act of Parliament, 
but every such Ordinance— 


(a) shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament 
and shall cease to operate at the expiration of six 
weeks from the reassembly of Parliament, or, if before 
the expiration of that period resolutions disapproving 
it are passed by both Houses, upon the passing of

CHAPTER IV.—THE UNION JUDICIARY 


124. (1) There shall be a Supreme Court of India 
consisting of a Chief Justice of India and, until Parliament 
by law prescribes a larger number, of not more than 
seven’ other Judges. 


(2) Every Judge of the Supreme Court shall be 
appointed by the President by warrant under his hand 
and seal 3[on the recommendation of the National Judicial 
Appointments Commission referred to in article 124A] 
and shall hold office until he attains the age of sixty-five 
years:

CHAPTER V.—COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR-GENERAL OF INDIA

(2) Every person appointed to be the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General of India shall, before he enters upon 
his office, make and subscribe before the President, or 
some person appointed in that behalf by him, an oath or 
affirmation according to the form set out for the purpose 
in the Third Schedule. 


(3) The salary and other conditions of service of the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General shall be such as may 
be determined by Parliament by law and, until they are 
so determined, shall be as specified in the Second 
Schedule: 


Provided that neither the salary of a Comptroller and 
Auditor-General nor his rights in respect of leave of 
absence, pension or age of retirement shall be varied to 
his disadvantage after his appointment. 
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(4) The Comptroller and Auditor-General shall not 
be eligible for further office either under the Government 
of India or under the Government of any State after he 
has ceased to hold his office. 


(5) Subject to the provisions of this Constitution and 
of any law made by Parliament, the conditions of service 
of persons serving in the Indian Audit and Accounts 
Department and the administrative powers of the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General shall be such as may 
be prescribed by rules made by the President after 
consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor-General. 


(6) The administrative expenses of the office of the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, including all salaries, 
allowances and pensions payable to or in respect of the 
persons serving in that office, shall be charged upon the 
Consolidated Fund of India. 


149. The Comptroller and Auditor-General shall 
perform such duties and exercise such powers in relation 
to the accounts of the Union and of the States and of any 
other authority or body as may be prescribed by or under 
any law made by Parliament and, until provision in that 
behalf is so made, shall perform such duties and exercise 
such powers in relation to the accounts of the Union and 


of the States as were conferred on or exercisable by the 
Auditor-General of India immediately before the 
commencement of this Constitution in relation to the 
accounts of the Dominion of India and of the Provinces 
respectively.

CHAPTER J.—GENERAL 


152. In this Part, unless the context otherwise requires, 
the expression “State” *[does not include the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir]. 


CHAPTER II.—THE EXECUTIVE 


The Governor 
153. There shall be a Governor for each State: 


3[Provided that nothing in this article shall prevent 
the appointment of the same person as Governor for two 
or more States. ] 


154. (1) The executive power of the State shall be 
vested in the Governor and shall be exercised by him 
either directly or through officers subordinate to him in 
accordance with this Constitution. 


(2) Nothing in this article shall— 


(a) be deemed to transfer to the Governor any 
functions conferred by any existing law on any other 
authority; or 


(b) prevent Parliament or the Legislature of the 
State from conferring by law functions on any 
authority subordinate to the Governor. 


155. The Governor of a State shall be appointed by 
the President by warrant under his hand and seal. 


156. (1) The Governor shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the President.

Council of Ministers 


163. (1) There shall be a Council of Ministers with 
the Chief Minister at the head to aid and advise the 
Governor in the exercise of his functions, except in so far 
as he is by or under this Constitution required to exercise 
his functions or any of them in his discretion. 


(2) If any question arises whether any matter is or is 
not a matter as respects which the Governor is by or 
under this Constitution required to act in his discretion, 
the decision of the Governor in his discretion shall be 
final, and the validity of anything done by the Governor 
shall not be called in question on the ground that he 
ought or ought not to have acted in his discretion. 
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(3) The question whether any, and if so what, advice 
was tendered by Ministers to the Governor shall not be 
inquired into in any court. 


164. (1) The Chief Minister shall be appointed by the 
Governor and the other Ministers shall be appointed by 
the Governor on the advice of the Chief Minister, and 
the Ministers shall hold office during the pleasure of the 
Governor: 


Provided that in the States of ![Chhattisgarh, 
Jharkhand], Madhya Pradesh and [Odisha]* there shall 
be a Minister in charge of tribal welfare who may in 
addition be in charge of the welfare of the Scheduled 
Castes and backward classes or any other work.

The Advocate-General for the State 


165. (1) The Governor of each State shall appoint a 
person who is qualified to be appointed a Judge of a 
High Court to be Advocate-General for the State. 


(2) It shall be the duty of the Advocate-General to 
give advice to the Government of the State upon such 
legal matters, and to perform such other duties of a legal 
character, as may from time to time be referred or 
assigned to him by the Governor, and to discharge the 
functions conferred on him by or under this Constitution 
or any other law for the time being in force. 


(3) The Advocate-General shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the Governor, and shall receive such 
remuneration as the Governor may determine. 


Conduct of Government Business 


166. (1) All executive action of the Government of a 
State shall be expressed to be taken in the name of the 
Governor. 


(2) Orders and other instruments made and executed 
in the name of the Governor shall be authenticated in 
such manner as may be specified in rules to be made by 
the Governor, and the validity of an order or instrument 
which is so authenticated shall not be called in question 
on the ground that it is not an order or instrument made 
or executed by the Governor. 
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(3) The Governor shall make rules for the more 
convenient transaction of the business of the Government 
of the State, and for the allocation among Ministers of 
the said business in so far as it is not business with 
respect to which the Governor is by or under this 
Constitution required to act in his discretion.

Council, both Houses, and to speak in, and otherwise to 
take part in the proceedings of, any committee of the 
Legislature of which he may be named a member, but 
shall not, by virtue of this article, be entitled to vote. 


Officers of the State Legislature 


178. Every Legislative Assembly of a State shall, as 
soon as may be, choose two members of the Assembly 
to be respectively Speaker and Deputy Speaker thereof 
and, so often as the office of Speaker or Deputy Speaker 
becomes vacant, the Assembly shall choose another 
member to be Speaker or Deputy Speaker, as the case 
may be. 


179. A member holding office as Speaker or Deputy 
Speaker of an Assembly— 


(a) shall vacate his office if he ceases to be a 
member of the Assembly; 


(b) may at any time by writing under his hand 
addressed, if such member is the Speaker, to the 
Deputy Speaker, and if such member is the Deputy 
Speaker, to the Speaker, resign his office; and 


(c) may be removed from his office by a resolution 
of the Assembly passed by a majority of all the then 
members of the Assembly: 


Provided that no resolution for the purpose of clause (c) 
shall be moved unless at least fourteen days’ notice has 
been given of the intention to move the resolution: 


Provided further that, whenever the Assembly is 
dissolved, the Speaker shall not vacate his office until 
immediately before the first meeting of the Assembly 
after the dissolution.

181. (1) At any sitting of the Legislative Assembly,

(2) The Speaker shall have the right to speak in, and 
otherwise to take part in the proceedings of, the 
Legislative Assembly while any resolution for his removal 
from office is under consideration in the Assembly and 
shall, notwithstanding anything in article 189, be entitled 
to vote only in the first instance on such resolution or on 
any other matter during such proceedings but not in the 
case of an equality of votes. 


182. The Legislative Council of every State having 
such Council shall, as soon as may be, choose two 
members of the Council to be respectively Chairman and 
Deputy Chairman thereof and, so often as the office of 
Chairman or Deputy Chairman becomes vacant, the 
Council shall choose another member to be Chairman or 
Deputy Chairman, as the case may be. 


183. A member holding office as Chairman or Deputy 
Chairman of a Legislative Council— 


(a) shall vacate his office if he ceases to be a 
member of the Council; 


(b) may at any time by writing under his hand 
addressed, if such member is the Chairman, to the 
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Deputy Chairman, and if such member is the Deputy 
Chairman, to the Chairman, resign his office; and 


(c) may be removed from his office by a resolution 
of the Council passed by a majority of all the then 
members of the Council:

(2) During the absence of the Chairman from any 
sitting of the Council the Deputy Chairman or, if he is 
also absent, such person as may be determined by the 
rules of procedure of the Council, or, if no such person 
is present, such other person as may be determined by 
the Council, shall act as Chairman. 


185. (1) At any sitting of the Legislative Council, 
while any resolution for the removal of the Chairman 
from his office is under consideration, the Chairman, or 
while any resolution for the removal of the Deputy 
Chairman from his office is under consideration, the 
Deputy Chairman, shall not, though he is present, 
preside, and the provisions of clause (2) of article 184 
shall apply in relation to every such sitting as they apply 
in relation to a sitting from which the Chairman or, as 
the case may be, the Deputy Chairman is absent. 


(2) The Chairman shall have the right to speak in, 
and otherwise to take part in the proceedings of, the 
Legislative Council while any resolution for his removal 
from office is under consideration in the Council and 
shall, notwithstanding anything in article 189, be entitled 
to vote only in the first instance on such resolution or on 
any other matter during such proceedings but not in the 
case of an equality of votes. 
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186. There shall be paid to the Speaker and the 
Deputy Speaker of the Legislative Assembly, and to the 
Chairman and the Deputy Chairman of the Legislative 
Council, such salaries and allowances as may be 
respectively fixed by the Legislature of the State by law 
and, until provision in that behalf is so made, such salaries 
and allowances as are specified in the Second Schedule. 


187. (1) The House or each House of the Legislature 
of a State shall have a separate secretarial staff: 


Provided that nothing in this clause shall, in the case 
of the Legislature of a State having a Legislative Council, 
be construed as preventing the creation of posts common 
to both Houses of such Legislature. 


(2) The Legislature of a State may by law regulate 
the recruitment, and the conditions of service of persons 
appointed, to the secretarial staff of the House or Houses 
of the Legislature of the State. 


(3) Until provision is made by the Legislature of the 
State under clause (2), the Governor may, after 
consultation with the Speaker of the Legislative Assembly 
or the Chairman of the Legislative Council, as the case 
may be, make rules regulating the recruitment, and the 
conditions of service of persons appointed, to the 
secretarial staff of the Assembly or the Council, and any 
rules so made shall have effect subject to the provisions 
of any law made under the said clause. 


Conduct of Business 


188. Every member of the Legislative Assembly or 
the Legislative Council of a State shall, before taking his 
seat, make and subscribe before the Governor, or some 
person appointed in that behalf by him, an oath or 
affirmation according to the form set out for the purpose 
in the Third Schedule. 


189. (1) Save as otherwise provided in this 
Constitution, all questions at any sitting of a House of 
the Legislature of a State shall be determined by a 
majority of votes of the members present and voting, 
other than the Speaker or Chairman, or person acting as 
such. 
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The Speaker or Chairman, or person acting as such, 
shall not vote in the first instance, but shall have and 
exercise a casting vote in the case of an equality of votes. 


(2) A House of the Legislature of a State shall have 
power to act notwithstanding any vacancy in the 
membership thereof, and any proceedings in the 
Legislature of a State shall be valid notwithstanding that 
it is discovered subsequently that some person who was 
not entitled so to do sat or voted or otherwise took part 
in the proceedings. 


(3) Until the Legislature of the State by law otherwise 
provides, the quorum to constitute a meeting of a House 
of the Legislature of a State shall be ten members or one- 
tenth of the total number of members of the House, 
whichever is greater. 


(4) If at any time during a meeting of the Legislative 
Assembly or the Legislative Council of a State there is 
no quorum, it shall be the duty of the Speaker or 
Chairman, or person acting as such, either to adjourn 
the House or to suspend the meeting until there is a 
quorum. 


Disqualifications of Members 


190. (1) No person shall be a member of both Houses Vacation of seats. 
of the Legislature of a State and provision shall be made 
by the Legislature of the State by law for the vacation by 
a person who is chosen a member of both Houses of his 
seat in one House or the other. 


(2) No person shall be a member of the Legislatures 
of two or more States specified in the First Schedule and 
if a person is chosen a member of the Legislatures of 
two or more such States, then, at the expiration of such 
period as may be specified in rules! made by the 
President, that person’s seat in the Legislatures of all 
such States shall become vacant, unless he has previously 
resigned his seat in the Legislatures of all but one of the 
States. 


(3) If a member of a House of the Legislature of a 
State—

Powers, Privileges and Immunities of State Legislatures and 
their Members 


194. (1) Subject to the provisions of this Constitution 
and to the rules and standing orders regulating the 
procedure of the Legislature, there shall be freedom of 
speech in the Legislature of every State. 


(2) No member of the Legislature of a State shall be 
liable to any proceedings in any court in respect of 
anything said or any vote given by him in the Legislature 
or any committee thereof, and no person shall be so liable 
in respect of the publication by or under the authority of 
a House of such a Legislature of any report, paper, votes 
or proceedings. 


(3) In other respects, the powers, privileges and 
immunities of a House of the Legislature of a State, and 
of the members and the committees of a House of such 
Legislature, shall be such as may from time to time be 
defined by the Legislature by law, and, until so defined, 
[shall be those of that House and of its members and 
committees immediately before the coming into force of 
section 26 of the Constitution (Forty-fourth Amendment) 
Act, 1978]. 


(4) The provisions of clauses (1), (2) and (3) shall 
apply in relation to persons who by virtue of this 
Constitution have the right to speak in, and otherwise to 
take part in the proceedings of, a House of the Legislature 
of a State or any committee thereof as they apply in 
relation to members of that Legislature. 


195. Members of the Legislative Assembly and the 
Legislative Council of a State shall be entitled to receive 
such salaries and allowances as may from time to time be 
determined, by the Legislature of the State by law and,

Legislative Procedure 


196. (1) Subject to the provisions of articles 198 and 
207 with respect to Money Bills and other financial Bills, 
a Bill may originate in either House of the Legislature of 
a State which has a Legislative Council. 


(2) Subject to the provisions of articles 197 and 198, 
a Bill shall not be deemed to have been passed by the 
Houses of the Legislature of a State having a Legislative 
Council unless it has been agreed to by both Houses, 
either without amendment or with such amendments 
only as are agreed to by both Houses. 


(3) A Bill pending in the Legislature of a State shall 
not lapse by reason of the prorogation of the House or 
Houses thereof. 


(4) A Bill pending in the Legislative Council of a 
State which has not been passed by the Legislative 
Assembly shall not lapse on a dissolution of the 
Assembly. 


(5) A Bill which is pending in the Legislative 
Assembly of a State, or which having been passed by 
the Legislative Assembly is pending in the Legislative 
Council, shall lapse on a dissolution of the Assembly. 


197. (1) If after a Bill has been passed by the 
Legislative Assembly of a State having a Legislative 
Council and transmitted to the Legislative Council— 


(a) the Bill is rejected by the Council; or 


(b) more than three months elapse from the date 
on which the Bill is laid before the Council without 
the Bill being passed by it; or 


(c) the Bill is passed by the Council with 
amendments to which the Legislative Assembly does 
not agree; 
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the Legislative Assembly may, subject to the rules 
regulating its procedure, pass the Bill again in the same 
or in any subsequent session with or without such 
amendments, if any, as have been made, suggested or 
agreed to by the Legislative Council and then transmit 
the Bill as so passed to the Legislative Council. 


(2) If after a Bill has been so passed for the second 
time by the Legislative Assembly and transmitted to the 
Legislative Council— 


(a) the Bill is rejected by the Council; or 


(b) more than one month elapses from the date on 
which the Bill is laid before the Council without the 
Bill being passed by it; or 


(c) the Bill is passed by the Council with 
amendments to which the Legislative Assembly does 
not agree; 


the Bill shall be deemed to have been passed by the 
Houses of the Legislature of the State in the form in 
which it was passed by the Legislative Assembly for the 
second time with such amendments, if any, as have been 
made or suggested by the Legislative Council and agreed 
to by the Legislative Assembly. 


(3) Nothing in this article shall apply to a Money 
Bill. 


198. (1) A Money Bill shall not be introduced in a 
Legislative Council. 


(2) After a Money Bill has been passed by the 
Legislative Assembly of a State having a Legislative 
Council, it shall be transmitted to the Legislative Council 
for its recommendations, and the Legislative Council shall 
within a period of fourteen days from the date of its 
receipt of the Bill return the Bill to the Legislative 
Assembly with its recommendations, and the Legislative 
Assembly may thereupon either accept or reject all or 
any of the recommendations of the Legislative Council. 


(3) If the Legislative Assembly accepts any of the 
recommendations of the Legislative Council, the Money 
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Bill shall be deemed to have been passed by both Houses 
with the amendments recommended by the Legislative 
Council and accepted by the Legislative Assembly. 


(4) If the Legislative Assembly does not accept any 
of the recommendations of the Legislative Council, the 
Money Bill shall be deemed to have been passed by both 
Houses in the form in which it was passed by the 
Legislative Assembly without any of the amendments 
recommended by the Legislative Council. 


(5) If a Money Bill passed by the Legislative Assembly 
and transmitted to the Legislative Council for its 
recommendations is not returned to the Legislative 
Assembly within the said period of fourteen days, it shall 
be deemed to have been passed by both Houses at the 
expiration of the said period in the form in which it was 
passed by the Legislative Assembly. 


199. (1) For the purposes of this Chapter, a Bill shall 
be deemed to be a Money Bill if it contains only 
provisions dealing with all or any of the following 
matters, namely:— 


(a) the imposition, abolition, remission, alteration 
or regulation of any tax; 


(b) the regulation of the borrowing of money or 
the giving of any guarantee by the State, or the 
amendment of the law with respect to any financial 
obligations undertaken or to be undertaken by the 
State; 


(c) the custody of the Consolidated Fund or the 
Contingency Fund of the State, the payment of 
moneys into or the withdrawal of moneys from any 
such Fund; 


(d) the appropriation of moneys out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State; 


(e) the declaring of any expenditure to be 
expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of 
the State, or the increasing of the amount of any 
such expenditure; 


Definition of 
“Money Bills”. 
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(f) the receipt of money on account of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State or the public account 
of the State or the custody or issue of such money; or 


(g) any matter incidental to any of the matters 
specified in sub-clauses (a) to (f). 


(2) A Bill shall not be deemed to be a Money Bill by 
reason only that it provides for the imposition of fines or 
other pecuniary penalties, or for the demand or payment 
of fees for licences or fees for services rendered, or by 
reason that it provides for the imposition, abolition, 
remission, alteration or regulation of any tax by any local 
authority or body for local purposes. 


(3) If any question arises whether a Bill introduced in 
the Legislature of a State which has a Legislative Council 
is a Money Bill or not, the decision of the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly of such State thereon shall be final. 


(4) There shall be endorsed on every Money Bill when 
it is transmitted to the Legislative Council under article 
198, and when it is presented to the Governor for assent 
under article 200, the certificate of the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly signed by him that it is a Money 
Bill. 


200. When a Bill has been passed by the Legislative 
Assembly of a State or, in the case of a State having a 
Legislative Council, has been passed by both Houses of 
the Legislature of the State, it shall be presented to the 
Governor and the Governor shall declare either that he 
assents to the Bill or that he withholds assent therefrom 
or that he reserves the Bill for the consideration of the 
President: 


Provided that the Governor may, as soon as possible 
after the presentation to him of the Bill for assent, return 
the Bill if it is not a Money Bill together with a message 
requesting that the House or Houses will reconsider the 
Bill or any specified provisions thereof and, in particular, 
will consider the desirability of introducing any such 
amendments as he may recommend in his message and, 
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when a Bill is so returned, the House or Houses shall 
reconsider the Bill accordingly, and if the Bill is passed 
again by the House or Houses with or without 
amendment and presented to the Governor for assent, 
the Governor shall not withhold assent therefrom: 


Provided further that the Governor shall not assent 
to, but shall reserve for the consideration of the President, 
any Bill which in the opinion of the Governor would, if 
it became law, so derogate from the powers of the High 
Court as to endanger the position which that Court is by 
this Constitution designed to fill. 


201. When a Bill is reserved by a Governor for the 
consideration of the President, the President shall declare 
either that he assents to the Bill or that he withholds 
assent therefrom: 


Provided that, where the Bill is not a Money Bill, the 
President may direct the Governor to return the Bill to 
the House or, as the case may be, the Houses of the 
Legislature of the State together with such a message as 
is mentioned in the first proviso to article 200 and, when 
a Bill is so returned, the House or Houses shall reconsider 
it accordingly within a period of six months from the 
date of receipt of such message and, if it is again passed 
by the House or Houses with or without amendment, it 
shall be presented again to the President for his 
consideration. 


Procedure in Financial Matters 


202. (1) The Governor shall in respect of every 
financial year cause to be laid before the House or Houses 
of the Legislature of the State a statement of the estimated 
receipts and expenditure of the State for that year, in this 
Part referred to as the “annual financial statement”. 


(2) The estimates of expenditure embodied in the 
annual financial statement shall show separately— 


(a) the sums required to meet expenditure 
described by this Constitution as expenditure 
charged upon the Consolidated Fund of the State; 
and 
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(b) the sums required to meet other expenditure 
proposed to be made from the Consolidated Fund of 
the State; 


and shall distinguish expenditure on revenue account 
from other expenditure. 


(3) The following expenditure shall be expenditure 
charged on the Consolidated Fund of each State— 


(a) the emoluments and allowances of the 
Governor and other expenditure relating to his office; 


(b) the salaries and allowances of the Speaker and 
the Deputy Speaker of the Legislative Assembly and, 
in the case of a State having a Legislative Council, 
also of the Chairman and the Deputy Chairman of 
the Legislative Council; 


(c) debt charges for which the State is liable 
including interest, sinking fund charges and 
redemption charges, and other expenditure relating 
to the raising of loans and the service and redemption 
of debt; 


(d) expenditure in respect of the salaries and 
allowances of Judges of any High Court; 


(e) any sums required to satisfy any judgment, 
decree or award of any court or arbitral tribunal; 


(f) any other expenditure declared by this 
Constitution, or by the Legislature of the State by 
law, to be so charged. 


203. (1) So much of the estimates as relates to 
expenditure charged upon the Consolidated Fund of a 
State shall not be submitted to the vote of the Legislative 
Assembly, but nothing in this clause shall be construed 
as preventing the discussion in the Legislature of any of 
those estimates. 


(2) So much of the said estimates as relates to other 
expenditure shall be submitted in the form of demands 
for grants to the Legislative Assembly, and the Legislative 
Assembly shall have power to assent, or to refuse to 
assent, to any demand, or to assent to any demand subject 
to a reduction of the amount specified therein. 
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(3) No demand for a grant shall be made except on 
the recommendation of the Governor. 


204. (1) As soon as may be after the grants under 
article 203 have been made by the Assembly, there shall 
be introduced a Bill to provide for the appropriation out 
of the Consolidated Fund of the State of all moneys 
required to meet— 


(a) the grants so made by the Assembly; and 


(b) the expenditure charged on the Consolidated 
Fund of the State but not exceeding in any case the 
amount shown in the statement previously laid 
before the House or Houses. 


(2) No amendment shall be proposed to any such 
Bill in the House or either House of the Legislature of 
the State which will have the effect of varying the amount 
or altering the destination of any grant so made or of 
varying the amount of any expenditure charged on the 
Consolidated Fund of the State, and the decision of the 
person presiding as to whether an amendment is 
inadmissible under this clause shall be final. 


(3) Subject to the provisions of articles 205 and 206, 
no money shall be withdrawn from the Consolidated 
Fund of the State except under appropriation made by 
law passed in accordance with the provisions of this 
article. 


205. (1) The Governor shall— 


(a) if the amount authorised by any law made in 
accordance with the provisions of article 204 to be 
expended for a particular service for the current 
financial year is found to be insufficient for the 
purposes of that year or when a need has arisen 
during the current financial year for supplementary 
or additional expenditure upon some new service 
not contemplated in the annual financial statement 
for that year, or 
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(b) if any money has been spent on any service 
during a financial year in excess of the amount 
granted for that service and for that year, 


cause to be laid before the House or the Houses of the 
Legislature of the State another statement showing the 
estimated amount of that expenditure or cause to be 
presented to the Legislative Assembly of the State a 
demand for such excess, as the case may be. 


(2) The provisions of articles 202, 203 and 204 shall 
have effect in relation to any such statement and 
expenditure or demand and also to any law to be made 
authorising the appropriation of moneys out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State to meet such expenditure 
or the grant in respect of such demand as they have 
effect in relation to the annual financial statement and 
the expenditure mentioned therein or to a demand for a 
grant and the law to be made for the authorisation of 
appropriation of moneys out of the Consolidated Fund 
of the State to meet such expenditure or grant. 


206. (1) Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing 
provisions of this Chapter, the Legislative Assembly of a 
State shall have power— 


(a) to make any grant in advance in respect of the 
estimated expenditure for a part of any financial year 
pending the completion of the procedure prescribed 
in article 203 for the voting of such grant and the 
passing of the law in accordance with the provisions 
of article 204 in relation to that expenditure; 


(b) to make a grant for meeting an unexpected 
demand upon the resources of the State when on 
account of the magnitude or the indefinite character 
of the service the demand cannot be stated with the 
details ordinarily given in an annual financial 
statement; 


(c) to make an exceptional grant which forms no 
part of the current service of any financial year; 


and the Legislature of the State shall have power to

Procedure Generally 


208. (1) A House of the Legislature of a State may 
make rules for regulating, subject to the provisions of 
this Constitution, its procedure and the conduct of its 
business. 
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(2) Until rules are made under clause (1), the rules of 
procedure and standing orders in force immediately 
before the commencement of this Constitution with 
respect to the Legislature for the corresponding Province 
shall have effect in relation to the Legislature of the State 
subject to such modifications and adaptations as may be 
made therein by the Speaker of the Legislative Assembly, 
or the Chairman of the Legislative Council, as the case 
may be. 


(3) In a State having a Legislative Council the 
Governor, after consultation with the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly and the Chairman of the Legislative 
Council, may make rules as to the procedure with respect 
to communications between the two Houses. 


209. The Legislature of a State may, for the purpose 
of the timely completion of financial business, regulate 
by law the procedure of, and the conduct of business in, 
the House or Houses of the Legislature of the State in 
relation to any financial matter or to any Bill for the 
appropriation of moneys out of the Consolidated Fund 
of the State, and, if and so far as any provision of any 
law so made is inconsistent with any rule made by the 
House or either House of the Legislature of the State 
under clause (1) of article 208 or with any rule or standing 
order having effect in relation to the Legislature of the 
State under clause (2) of that article, such provision shall 
prevail.

(d) “Panchayat” means an institution (by whatever 
name called) of self-government constituted under 
article 243B, for the rural areas; 


(e) “Panchayat area” means the territorial area of 
a Panchayat; 


(f) “population” means the population as 
ascertained at the last preceding census of which the 
relevant figures have been published; 


(g) “village” means a village specified by the 
Governor by public notification to be a village for 
the purposes of this Part and includes a group of 
villages so specified.

(c) of the members of the House of the People and 
the members of the Legislative Assembly of the State 
representing constituencies which comprise wholly 
or partly a Panchayat area at a level other than the 
village level, in such Panchayat; 


(d) of the members of the Council of States and 
the members of the Legislative Council of the 
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State, where they are registered as electors within— 


(i) a Panchayat area at the intermediate level, 
in Panchayat at the intermediate level; 


(ii) a Panchayat area at the district level, in 
Panchayat at the district level. 


(4) The Chairperson of a Panchayat and other 
members of a Panchayat whether or not chosen by direct 
election from territorial constituencies in the Panchayat 
area shall have the right to vote in the meetings of the 
Panchayats.

List or the Concurrent List with respect to which the 
Legislature of the autonomous State shall have power 
to make laws for the whole or any part thereof, 
whether to the exclusion of the Legislature of the 
State of Assam or otherwise;

CHAPTER [.—LEGISLATIVE RELATIONS 
Distribution of Legislative Powers 


245. (1) Subject to the provisions of this Constitution, 
Parliament may make laws for the whole or any part of 
the territory of India, and the Legislature of a State may 
make laws for the whole or any part of the State. 


(2) No law made by Parliament shall be deemed to 
be invalid on the ground that it would have extra- 
territorial operation. 


246. (1) Notwithstanding anything in clauses (2) and 
(3), Parliament has exclusive power to make laws with 
respect to any of the matters enumerated in List I in the 
Seventh Schedule (in this Constitution referred to as the 
“Union List”). 


(2) Notwithstanding anything in clause (3), 
Parliament, and, subject to clause (1), the Legislature of 
any State !*** also, have power to make laws with respect 
to any of the matters enumerated in List III in the Seventh 
Schedule (in this Constitution referred to as the 
“Concurrent List”). 


(3) Subject to clauses (1) and (2), the Legislature of 
any State !*** has exclusive power to make laws for such 
State or any part thereof with respect to any of the matters 
enumerated in List II in the Seventh Schedule (in this 
Constitution referred to as the “State List”). 


(4) Parliament has power to make laws with respect 
to any matter for any part of the territory of India not 
included [in a State] notwithstanding that such matter 
is a matter enumerated in the State List.

248. (1) Parliament has exclusive power to make any 
law with respect to any matter not enumerated in the 
Concurrent List or State List. 


(2) Such power shall include the power of making 
any law imposing a tax not mentioned in either of those 
Lists. 


249. (1) Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing 
provisions of this Chapter, if the Council of States has 
declared by resolution supported by not less than two- 
thirds of the members present and voting that it is 
necessary or expedient in the national interest that 
Parliament should make laws with respect to any matter 
enumerated in the State List specified in the resolution, 
it shall be lawful for Parliament to make laws for the 
whole or any part of the territory of India with respect 
to that matter while the resolution remains in force. 


(2) A resolution passed under clause (1) shall remain 
in force for such period not exceeding one year as may 
be specified therein: 


Provided that, if and so often as a resolution 
approving the continuance in force of any such resolution 
is passed in the manner provided in clause (1), such 
resolution shall continue in force for a further period of 
one year from the date on which under this clause it 
would otherwise have ceased to be in force. 


(3) A law made by Parliament which Parliament 
would not but for the passing of a resolution under clause 
(1) have been competent to make shall, to the extent of 
the incompetency, cease to have effect on the expiration 
of a period of six months after the resolution has ceased 
to be in force, except as respects things done or omitted 
to be done before the expiration of the said period. 
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250. (1) Notwithstanding anything in this Chapter, 
Parliament shall, while a Proclamation of Emergency is 
in operation, have power to make laws for the whole or 
any part of the territory of India with respect to any of 
the matters enumerated in the State List. 


(2) A law made by Parliament which Parliament 
would not but for the issue of a Proclamation of 
Emergency have been competent to make shall, to the 
extent of the incompetency, cease to have effect on the 
expiration of a period of six months after the Proclamation 
has ceased to operate, except as respects things done or 
omitted to be done before the expiration of the said 
period. 


251. Nothing in articles 249 and 250 shall restrict the 
power of the Legislature of a State to make any law which 
under this Constitution it has power to make, but if any 
provision of a law made by the Legislature of a State is 
repugnant to any provision of a law made by Parliament 
which Parliament has under either of the said articles 
power to make, the law made by Parliament, whether 
passed before or after the law made by the Legislature of 
the State, shall prevail, and the law made by the 
Legislature of the State shall to the extent of the 
repugnancy, but so long only as the law made by 
Parliament continues to have effect, be inoperative. 


252. (1) If it appears to the Legislatures of two or 
more States to be desirable that any of the matters with 
respect to which Parliament has no power to make laws 
for the States except as provided in articles 249 and 250 
should be regulated in such States by Parliament by law, 
and if resolutions to that effect are passed by all the 
Houses of the Legislatures of those States, it shall be 
lawful for Parliament to pass an Act for regulating that 
matter accordingly, and any Act so passed shall apply to 
such States and to any other State by which it is adopted 
afterwards by resolution passed in that behalf by the 
House or, where there are two Houses, by each of the 
Houses of the Legislature of that State. 
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(2) Any Act so passed by Parliament may be 
amended or repealed by an Act of Parliament passed or 
adopted in like manner but shall not, as respects any 
State to which it applies, be amended or repealed by an 
Act of the Legislature of that State. 


253. Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing 
provisions of this Chapter, Parliament has power to make 
any law for the whole or any part of the territory of 
India for implementing any treaty, agreement or 
convention with any other country or countries or any 
decision made at any international conference, association 
or other body. 


254. (1) If any provision of a law made by the 
Legislature of a State is repugnant to any provision of a 
law made by Parliament which Parliament is competent 
to enact, or to any provision of an existing law with 
respect to one of the matters enumerated in the 
Concurrent List, then, subject to the provisions of clause 
(2), the law made by Parliament, whether passed before 
or after the law made by the Legislature of such State, 
or, as the case may be, the existing law, shall prevail and 
the law made by the Legislature of the State shall, to the 
extent of the repugnancy, be void. 


(2) Where a law made by the Legislature of a State 
with respect to one of the matters enumerated in the 
Concurrent List contains any provision repugnant to the 
provisions of an earlier law made by Parliament or an 
existing law with respect to that matter, then, the law so 
made by the Legislature of such State shall, if it has been 
reserved for the consideration of the President and has 
received his assent, prevail in that State:

262. (1) Parliament may by law provide for the 
adjudication of any dispute or complaint with respect to 
the use, distribution or control of the waters of, or in, 
any inter-State river or river valley. 


(2) Notwithstanding anything in this Constitution, 
Parliament may by law provide that neither the Supreme 
Court nor any other court shall exercise jurisdiction in 
respect of any such dispute or complaint as is referred to 
in clause (1). 


Co-ordination between States 


263. If at any time it appears to the President that 
the public interests would be served by the establishment 
of a Council charged with the duty of— 


(a) inquiring into and advising upon disputes 
which may have arisen between States; 


(b) investigating and discussing subjects in which 
some or all of the States, or the Union and one or 
more of the States, have a common interest; or 


(c) making recommendations upon any such 
subject and, in particular, recommendations for the 
better co-ordination of policy and action with respect 
to that subject, 


it shall be lawful for the President by order to establish 
such a Council, and to define the nature of the duties to 
be performed by it and its organisation and procedure. 
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FINANCE, PROPERTY, CONTRACTS AND SUITS 


CHAPTER J.—FINANCE 
General

265. No tax shall be levied or collected except by 
authority of law. 


266. (1) Subject to the provisions of article 267 and to 
the provisions of this Chapter with respect to the 
assignment of the whole or part of the net proceeds of 
certain taxes and duties to States, all revenues received 
by the Government of India, all loans raised by that 
Government by the issue of treasury bills, loans or ways 
and means advances and all moneys received by that

(3) No moneys out of the Consolidated Fund of India 
or the Consolidated Fund of a State shall be appropriated 
except in accordance with law and for the purposes and 
in the manner provided in this Constitution.

288. (1) Save in so far as the President may by order 
otherwise provide, no law of a State in force immediately 
before the commencement of this Constitution shall 
impose, or authorise the imposition of, a tax in respect of 
any water or electricity stored, generated, consumed, 
distributed or sold by any authority established by any 
existing law or any law made by Parliament for regulating 
or developing any inter-State river or river-valley. 


Explanation.—The expression “law of a State in force” 
in this clause shall include a law of a State passed or 
made before the commencement of this Constitution and 
not previously repealed, notwithstanding that it or parts 
of it may not be then in operation either at all or in 
particular areas.

(b) in the case of a charge on the Consolidated 
Fund of a State, the court or Commission serves any 
of the separate needs of the Union or another State, 
or the person has served wholly or in part in 
connection with the affairs of the Union or another

CHAPTER II.—BORROWING 


292. The executive power of the Union extends to 
borrowing upon the security of the Consolidated Fund 
of India within such limits, if any, as may from time to 
time be fixed by Parliament by law and to the giving of 
guarantees within such limits, if any, as may be so fixed. 


293. (1) Subject to the provisions of this article, the 
executive power of a State extends to borrowing within 
the territory of India upon the security of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State within such limits, if any, 
as may from time to time be fixed by the Legislature of 
such State by law and to the giving of guarantees within 
such limits, if any, as may be so fixed. 


(2) The Government of India may, subject to such 
conditions as may be laid down by or under any law 
made by Parliament, make loans to any State or, so long 
as any limits fixed under article 292 are not exceeded, 
give guarantees in respect of loans raised by any State, 
and any sums required for the purpose of making such 
loans shall be charged on the Consolidated Fund of India. 


(3) A State may not without the consent of the 
Government of India raise any loan if there is still 
outstanding any part of a loan which has been made to 
the State by the Government of India or by its predecessor 
Government, or in respect of which a guarantee has been 
given by the Government of India or by its predecessor 
Government.

CHAPTER IIT.—Prorerty, CONTRACTS, RIGHTS, 
LIABILITIES, OBLIGATIONS AND SUITS

(a) all property and assets which immediately 
before such commencement were vested in His 
Majesty for the purposes of the Government of the 
Dominion of India and all property and assets which

295. (1) As from the commencement of this 
Constitution— 


(a) all property and assets which immediately 
before such commencement were vested in any 
Indian State corresponding to a State specified in 
Part B of the First Schedule shall vest in the Union, 
if the purposes for which such property and assets 
were held immediately before such commencement 
will thereafter be purposes of the Union relating to 
any of the matters enumerated in the Union List, 
and 
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(b) all rights, liabilities and obligations of the 
Government of any Indian State corresponding to a 
State specified in Part B of the First Schedule, whether 
arising out of any contract or otherwise, shall be the 
rights, liabilities and obligations of the Government

(2) Subject as aforesaid, the Government of each State 
specified in Part B of the First Schedule shall, as from the 
commencement of this Constitution, be the successor of 
the Government of the corresponding Indian State as 
regards all property and assets and all rights, liabilities 
and obligations, whether arising out of any contract or 
otherwise, other than those referred to in clause (1). 


296. Subject as hereinafter provided, any property in 
the territory of India which, if this Constitution had not 
come into operation, would have accrued to His Majesty 
or, as the case may be, to the Ruler of an Indian State by 
escheat or lapse, or as bona vacantia for want of a rightful 
owner, shall, if it is property situate in a State, vest in 
such State, and shall, in any other case, vest in the Union: 


Provided that any property which at the date when 
it would have so accrued to His Majesty or to the Ruler 
of an Indian State was in the possession or under the 
control of the Government of India or the Government 
of a State shall, according as the purposes for which it 
was then used or held were purposes of the Union or of 
a State, vest in the Union or in that State.

(b) any legal proceedings are pending to which a 
Province or an Indian State is a party, the 
corresponding State shall be deemed to be substituted 
for the Province or the Indian State in those 
proceedings.

PART XIII 


TRADE, COMMERCE AND INTERCOURSE 
WITHIN THE TERRITORY OF INDIA 


301. Subject to the other provisions of this Part, trade, 
commerce and intercourse throughout the territory of 
India shall be free. 


302. Parliament may by law impose such restrictions 
on the freedom of trade, commerce or intercourse 
between one State and another or within any part of the 
territory of India as may be required in the public interest. 


303. (1) Notwithstanding anything in article 302, 
neither Parliament nor the Legislature of a State shall 
have power to make any law giving, or authorising the 
giving of, any preference to one State over another, or 
making, or authorising the making of, any discrimination 
between one State and another, by virtue of any entry 
relating to trade and commerce in any of the Lists in the 
Seventh Schedule. 


(2) Nothing in clause (1) shall prevent Parliament 
from making any law giving, or authorising the giving 
of, any preference or making, or authorising the making 
of, any discrimination if it is declared by such law that 
it is necessary to do so for the purpose of dealing with 
a situation arising from scarcity of goods in any part of 
the territory of India.

CHAPTER J.—SERVICES 


308. In this Part, unless the context otherwise 
requires, the expression “State” '[does not include the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir]. 


309. Subject to the provisions of this Constitution, 
Acts of the appropriate Legislature may regulate the 
recruitment, and conditions of service of persons 
appointed, to public services and posts in connection 
with the affairs of the Union or of any State: 


Provided that it shall be competent for the President 
or such person as he may direct in the case of services 
and posts in connection with the affairs of the Union, 
and for the Governor **** of a State or such person as he 
may direct in the case of services and posts in connection 
with the affairs of the State, to make rules regulating the 
recruitment, and the conditions of service of persons 
appointed, to such services and posts until provision in 
that behalf is made by or under an Act of the appropriate 
Legislature under this article, and any rules so made 
shall have effect subject to the provisions of any such 
Act. 


310. (1) Except as expressly provided by this 
Constitution, every person who is a member of a defence 
service or of a civil service of the Union or of an 
all-India service or holds any post connected with defence 
or any civil post under the Union holds office during the 
pleasure of the President, and every person who is a 
member of a civil service of a State or holds any civil 
post under a State holds office during the pleasure of 
the Governor **** of the State.

CHAPTER II.—PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSIONS 


315. (1) Subject to the provisions of this article, there 
shall be a Public Service Commission for the Union and 
a Public Service Commission for each State. 
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(2) Two or more States may agree that there shall be 
one Public Service Commission for that group of States, 
and if a resolution to that effect is passed by the House 
or, where there are two Houses, by each House of the 
Legislature of each of those States, Parliament may by 
law provide for the appointment of a Joint State Public 
Service Commission (referred to in this Chapter as Joint 
Commission) to serve the needs of those States. 


(3) Any such law as aforesaid may contain such 
incidental and consequential provisions as may be 
necessary or desirable for giving effect to the purposes of 
the law. 


(4) The Public Service Commission for the Union, if 
requested so to do by the Governor '*** of a State, may, 
with the approval of the President, agree to serve all or 
any of the needs of the State. 


(5) References in this Constitution to the Union Public 
Service Commission or a State Public Service Commission 
shall, unless the context otherwise requires, be construed 
as references to the Commission serving the needs of the 
Union or, as the case may be, the State as respects the 
particular matter in question. 


316. (1) The Chairman and other members of a Public 
Service Commission shall be appointed, in the case of 
the Union Commission or a Joint Commission, by the 
President, and in the case of a State Commission, by the 
Governor !*** of the State:

(b) on the principles to be followed in making 
appointments to civil services and posts and in 
making promotions and transfers from one service 
to another and on the suitability of candidates for 
such appointments, promotions or transfers; 


(c) on all disciplinary matters affecting a person 
serving under the Government of India or the 
Government of a State in a civil capacity, including 
memorials or petitions relating to such matters;

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CHAPTER J.—LANGUAGE OF THE UNION 


343. (1) The official language of the Union shall be 
Hindi in Devanagari script. 


The form of numerals to be used for the official 
purposes of the Union shall be the international form of 
Indian numerals. 


(2) Notwithstanding anything in clause (1), for a 
period of fifteen years from the commencement of this 
Constitution, the English language shall continue to be 
used for all the official purposes of the Union for which 
it was being used immediately before such 
commencement:

345. Subject to the provisions of articles 346 and 347, 
the Legislature of a State may by law adopt any one or 
more of the languages in use in the State or Hindi as the 
language or languages to be used for all or any of the 
official purposes of that State: 


Provided that, until the Legislature of the State 
otherwise provides by law, the English language shall 
continue to be used for those official purposes within the 
State for which it was being used immediately before the 
commencement of this Constitution. 


346. The language for the time being authorised for 
use in the Union for official purposes shall be the official 
language for communication between one State and 
another State and between a State and the Union: 


Provided that if two or more States agree that the 
Hindi language should be the official language for 
communication between such States, that language may 
be used for such communication. 


347. On a demand being made in that behalf the 
President may, if he is satisfied that a substantial 
proportion of the population of a State desire the use of 
any language spoken by them to be recognised by that 
State, direct that such language shall also be officially 
recognised throughout that State or any part thereof for 
such purpose as he may specify. 


CHAPTER IIJ.—LANGUAGE OF THE SUPREME COURT, 
HicH Courts, ETC. 


348. (1) Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing 
provisions of this Part, until Parliament by law otherwise 
provides— 


(a) all proceedings in the Supreme Court and in 
every High Court, 
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(b) the authoritative texts— 


(i) of all Bills to be introduced or amendments 
thereto to be moved in either House of Parliament

(ii) of all Acts passed by Parliament or the 
Legislature of a State and of all Ordinances

PART XVIII 
EMERGENCY PROVISIONS 


352. (1) If the President is satisfied that a grave 
emergency exists whereby the security of India or of any 
part of the territory thereof is threatened, whether by 
war or external aggression or '[armed rebellion], he may, 
by Proclamation, make a declaration to that effect 7[in 
respect of the whole of India or of such part of the 
territory thereof as may be specified in the Proclamation]. 


3[Explanation.—A Proclamation of Emergency 
declaring that the security of India or any part of the 
territory thereof is threatened by war or by external 
aggression or by armed rebellion may be made before 
the actual occurrence of war or of any such aggression or 
rebellion, if the President is satisfied that there is imminent 
danger thereof.] 


4[(2) A Proclamation issued under clause (1) may be 
varied or revoked by a subsequent Proclamation. 


(3) The President shall not issue a Proclamation under 
clause (1) or a Proclamation varying such Proclamation 
unless the decision of the Union Cabinet (that is to say, 
the Council consisting of the Prime Minister and other 
Ministers of Cabinet rank appointed under article 75) 
that such a Proclamation may be issued has been 
communicated to him in writing.

Provided further that if the dissolution of the House 
of the People takes place during any such period of six 
months and a resolution approving the continuance in 
force of such Proclamation has been passed by the 
Council of States but no resolution with respect to the 
continuance in force of such Proclamation has been 
passed by the House of the People during the said period, 
the Proclamation shall cease to operate at the expiration 
of thirty days from the date on which the House of the 
People first sits after its reconstitution unless before the 
expiration of the said period of thirty days, a resolution 
approving the continuance in force of the Proclamation 
has been also passed by the House of the People. 
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(6) For the purposes of clauses (4) and (5), a resolution 
may be passed by either House of Parliament only by a 
majority of the total membership of that House and by 
a majority of not less than two-thirds of the members of 
that House present and voting. 


(7) Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
foregoing clauses, the President shall revoke a 
Proclamation issued under clause (1) or a Proclamation 
varying such Proclamation if the House of the People 
passes a resolution disapproving, or, as the case may be, 
disapproving the continuance in force of, such 
Proclamation. 


(8) Where a notice in writing signed by not less than 
one-tenth of the total number of members of the House 
of the People has been given, of their intention to move 
a resolution for disapproving, or, as the case may be, for 
disapproving the continuance in force of, a Proclamation 
issued under clause (1) or a Proclamation varying such 
Proclamation,— 


(a) to the Speaker, if the House is in session; or 
(b) to the President, if the House is not in session, 


a special sitting of the House shall be held within fourteen 
days from the date on which such notice is received by 
the Speaker, or, as the case may be, by the President, for 
the purpose of considering such resolution.]

Provisions as to the Administration and Control of Scheduled Areas 
and Scheduled Tribes 


PART A 
GENERAL 


1. Interpretation.—In this Schedule, unless the context otherwise requires, 
the expression “State”’* * * does not include the 7[States of Assam 
3L4[ Meghalaya, Tripura and Mizoram.]]] 


2. Executive power of a State in Scheduled Areas.—Subject to the 
provisions of this Schedule, the executive power of a State extends to the 
Scheduled Areas therein. 


3. Report by the Governor®* * * to the President regarding the 
administration of Scheduled Areas.—The Governor ™ * * of each State having 
Scheduled Areas therein shall annually, or whenever so required by the 
President, make a report to the President regarding the administration of the 
Scheduled Areas in that State and the executive power of the Union shall 
extend to the giving of directions to the State as to the administration of the 
said areas. 


PART B 
ADMINISTRATION AND CONTROL OF SCHEDULED AREAS AND SCHEDULED TRIBES 


4. Tribes Advisory Council.—(1) There shall be established in each State 
having Scheduled Areas therein and, if the President so directs, also in any 
State having Scheduled Tribes but not Scheduled Areas therein, a Tribes 
Advisory Council consisting of not more than twenty members of whom, as 
nearly as may be, three-fourths shall be the representatives of the Scheduled 
Tribes in the Legislative Assembly of the State:

12. Constitution of District Councils and Regional Councils.—’[(1) There 
shall be a District Council for each autonomous district consisting of not 
more than thirty members, of whom not more than four persons shall be

Provisions as to disqualification on ground of defection 


1. Interpretation.—In this Schedule, unless the context otherwise 
requires,— 


(a) “House” means either House of Parliament or the Legislative 
Assembly or, as the case may be, either House of the Legislature of a 
State; 


(b) “legislature party”, in relation to a member of a House belonging 
to any political party in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 2 
or 7*** paragraph 4, means the group consisting of all the members of 
that House for the time being belonging to that political party in 
accordance with the said provisions; 


(c) “original political party”, in relation to a member of a House, means 
the political party to which he belongs for the purposes of 
sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 2; 


(d) “paragraph” means a paragraph of this Schedule. 


2. Disqualification on ground of defection.—(1) Subject to the provisions 
of 3[paragraphs 4 and 5], a member of a House belonging to any political 
party shall be disqualified for being a member of the House— 


(a) if he has voluntarily given up his membership of such political 
party; or 


(b) if he votes or abstains from voting in such House contrary to any 
direction issued by the political party to which he belongs or by any 
person or authority authorised by it in this behalf, without obtaining, in 
either case, the prior permission of such political party, person or authority 
and such voting or abstention has not been condoned by such political 
party, person or authority within fifteen days from the date of such voting 
or abstention.

(ii) in any other case, be deemed to be an elected member of the 
House who has been elected as such otherwise than as a candidate set up 
by any political party for the purposes of sub-paragraph (2) of this 
paragraph or, as the case may be, be deemed to be a nominated member 
of the House for the purposes of sub-paragraph (3) of this paragraph.

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4. Disqualification on ground of defection not to apply in case of 
merger.—(1) A member of a House shall not be disqualified under sub- 
paragraph (1) of paragraph 2 where his original political party merges with

(a) have become members of such other political party or, as the case 
may be, of a new political party formed by such merger; or 


(b) have not accepted the merger and opted to function as a separate 
group,

(a) if he, by reason of his election to such office, voluntarily gives up 
the membership of the political party to which he belonged immediately 
before such election and does not, so long as he continues to hold such 
office thereafter, rejoin that political party or become a member of another 
political party; or 


(b) if he, having given up by reason of his election to such office his 
membership of the political party to which he belonged immediately 
before such election, rejoins such political party after he ceases to hold 
such office. 


6. Decision on questions as to disqualification on ground of defection.— 
(1) If any question arises as to whether a member of a House has become 
subject to disqualification under this Schedule, the question shall be referred 
for the decision of the Chairman or, as the case may be, the Speaker of such 
House and his decision shall be final: 


Provided that where the question which has arisen is as to whether the 
Chairman or the Speaker of a House has become subject to such 
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disqualification, the question shall be referred for the decision of such member 
of the House as the House may elect in this behalf and his decision shall be 
final. 


(2) All proceedings under sub-paragraph (1) of this paragraph in relation 
to any question as to disqualification of a member of a House under this 
Schedule shall be deemed to be proceedings in Parliament within the meaning 
of article 122 or, as the case may be, proceedings in the Legislature of a State 
within the meaning of article 212. 


*7. Bar of jurisdiction of courts—Notwithstanding anything in this 
Constitution, no court shall have any jurisdiction in respect of any matter 
connected with the disqualification of a member of a House under this 
Schedule.

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of article 370 of the 
Constitution, the President, with the concurrence of the Government of the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir, is pleased to make the following Order:— 


1. (1) This Order may be called the Constitution (Application to Jammu 
and Kashmir) Order, 1954. 


(2) It shall come into force on the fourteenth day of May, 1954, and shall 
thereupon supersede the Constitution (Application to Jammu and Kashmir) 
Order, 1950. 


2. *[The provisions of the Constitution as in force on the 20th day of June,

APPENDIX II 


RE-STATEMENT, WITH REFERENCE TO THE PRESENT 
TEXT OF THE CONSTITUTION, OF THE EXCEPTIONS 
AND MODIFICATIONS SUBJECT TO WHICH THE 
CONSTITUTION APPLIES TO THE STATE OF 
JAMMU AND KASHMIR 


[Note—— The exceptions and modifications subject to which the 
Constitution applies to the State of Jammu and Kashmir are either those 
provided in the Constitution (Application to Jammu and Kashmir) Order, 
1954 or those consequential to the non-application to the State of Jammu 
and Kashmir of certain amendments to the Constitution. All the exceptions 
and modifications which have a practical significance are included in the 
re-statement which is only for facility of quick reference. For ascertaining 
the exact position, reference will have to be made to the Constitution 
(Application to Jammu and Kashmir) Order, 1954 and to the text of the 
Constitution on the 20th June, 1964, as amended by the subsequent 
amendments to the Constitution mentioned in clause 2 of the said Order.]

any part of such amount is to be given otherwise than in cash: 


Provided that in making any law providing for the compulsory 
acquisition of any property of an educational institution established and 
administered by a minority, referred to in clause (1) of article 30, the State 
shall ensure that the amount fixed by or determined under such law for 
the acquisition of such property is such as would not restrict or abrogate 
the right guaranteed under that clause. 


(2A) Where a law does not provide for the transfer of the ownership or 
right to possession of any property to the State or to a Corporation owned 
or controlled by the State, it shall not be deemed to provide for the compulsory 
acquisition or requisitioning of property, notwithstanding that it deprives 
any person of his property. 


(2B) Nothing in sub-clause (f) of clause (1) of article 19 shall affect any 
such law as is referred to in clause (2). 


(5) Nothing in clause (2) shall affect— 
(a) the provisions of any existing law; or 
(b) the provisions of any law which the State may hereafter make— 
(i) for the purpose of imposing or levying any tax or penalty; or 


(ii) for the promotion of public health or the prevention of danger 
to life or property; or 


(iii) with respect to property declared by law to be evacuee 
property.”.

(iii) any land reserved for building purposes in a municipality or 
notified area or cantonment or town area or any area for which a 
town planning scheme is sanctioned,’.

An Act further to amend the Constitution of India to give effect to the 
acquiring of territories by India and transfer of certain territories to 
Bangladesh in pursuance of the agreement and its protocol entered into 
between the Governments of India and Bangladesh. 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixty-sixth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows:— 


1. Short title. —This Act may be called the Constitution (One Hundredth 
Amendment) Act, 2015. 


2. Definitions.—In this Act,— 


(a) “acquired territory” means so much of the territories comprised 
in the India-Bangladesh agreement and its protocol and referred to in 
the First Schedule as are demarcated for the purpose of being acquired 
by India from Bangladesh in pursuance of the agreement and its protocol 
referred to in clause (c); 


(b) “appointed day” means such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint as the date for 
acquisition of territories from Bangladesh and transfer of the territories 
to Bangladesh in pursuance of the India-Bangladesh agreement and its 
protocol, after causing the territories to be so acquired and transferred 
as referred to in the First Schedule and Second Schedule and demarcated 
for the purpose; 


(c) “India-Bangladesh agreement” means the agreement between the 
Government of the Republic of India and the Government of the People’s 
Republic of Bangladesh concerning the Demarcation of the Land 
Boundary between India and Bangladesh and Related Matters dated the 
16th day of May, 1974, Exchange of Letters dated the 26th day of 
December, 1974, the 30th day of December, 1974, the 7th day of October, 
1982, the 26th day of March, 1992 and protocol to the said agreement 
dated the 6th day of September, 2011, entered into between the 
Governments of India and Bangladesh, the relevant extracts of which 
are set out in the Third Schedule; 
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(d) “transferred territory”, means so much of the territories comprised 
in the India-Bangladesh agreement and its protocol and referred to in 
the Second Schedule as are demarcated for the purpose of being 
transferred by India to Bangladesh in pursuance of the agreements and 
its protocol referred to in clause (c). 


3. Amendment of First Schedule to Constitution.— As from the 


appointed day, in the First Schedule to the Constitution — 


(a) in the paragraph relating to the territories of the State of Assam, 
the words, brackets and figures “and the territories referred to in Part I 
of the Second Schedule to the Constitution (One Hundredth Amendment) 
Act, 2015, notwithstanding anything contained in clause (a) of section 3 
of the Constitution (Ninth Amendment) Act, 1960, so far as it relates to 
the territories referred to in Part I of the Second Schedule to the 
Constitution (One Hundredth Amendment) Act, 2015”, shall be added 
at the end; 


(b) in the paragraph relating to the territories of the State of West 
Bengal, the words, brackets and figures “and also the territories referred 
to in Part III of the First Schedule but excluding the territories referred 
to in Part III of the Second Schedule to the Constitution (One Hundredth 
Amendment) Act, 2015, notwithstanding anything contained in clause 
(c) of section 3 of the Constitution (Ninth Amendment) Act, 1960, so far 
as it relates to the territories referred to in Part III of the First Schedule 
and the territories referred to in Part III of the Second Schedule to the 
Constitution (One Hundredth Amendment) Act, 2015”, shall be added 
at the end; 


(c) in the paragraph relating to the territories of the State of 
Meghalaya, the words, brackets and figures “and the territories referred 
to in Part I of the First Schedule but excluding the territories referred to 
in Part II of the Second Schedule to the Constitution (One Hundredth 
Amendment) Act, 2015”, shall be added at the end;

Article 1(12): ENCLAVES 


The Indian enclaves in Bangladesh and the Bangladesh enclaves in India 
should be exchanged expeditiously, excepting the enclaves mentioned in 
paragraph 14 without claim to compensation for the additional area going 
to Bangladesh. Article 2: 


The Governments of India and Bangladesh agree that territories in 
adverse possession in areas already demarcated in respect of which boundary 
strip maps are already prepared, shall be exchanged within six months of 
the signing of the boundary strip maps by the plenipotentiaries. They may 
sign the relevant maps as early as possible as and in any case not later than 
the 31st December, 1974. Early measures may be taken to print maps in 
respect of other areas where demarcation has already taken place. These 
should be printed by the 31st May, 1975 and signed by the plenipotentiaries 
thereafter in order that the exchange of adversely held possessions in these 
areas may take place by the 31st December, 1975. In sectors still to be 
demarcated, transfer of territorial jurisdiction may take place within six 
months of the signature by plenipotentiaries on the concerned boundary 
strip maps. 


II. EXTRACTS FROM THE PROTOCOL TO THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN

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be exchanged without claim to compensation for the additional areas going 
to Bangladesh. 


Article 3: 
(I) Article 2 of the 1974 Agreement shall be implemented as follows:— 


The Government of India and the Government of Bangladesh agree 
that the boundary shall be drawn as a fixed boundary for territories 
held in Adverse Possession as determined through joint survey and 
fully depicted in the respective adversely possessed land area Index 
Map (APL map) finalised by the Land Records and Survey Departments 
of both the countries between December, 2010 and August, 2011, which 
are fully described in clause (a) to (d) below. 


The relevant strip maps shall be printed and signed by the 
Plenipotentiaries and transfer of territorial jurisdiction shall be completed 
simultaneously with the exchange of enclaves. The demarcation of the
